two or more distinct types of land 
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with respect to adaptation to the prodvetion of corn, area determinations 
will be made, Land best adapted to the production of corn because of soil 
types or distinguishing characteristics, such as overflow or river bottom 
land, will be designated as Area "A", Land less adapted to the production 
of corn, such as uplands, will be designated as Area "B",. Counties’ in 
which no distinct differouce exists with respect to soil: types or tovo- 
graphical charactoristics will not have area determinations, 


(b) Determination with respect to tillsble acreage and crop rota- 
tion practices. es, As a basis for giving consideration to tillable acres 
and crop rotation practices in the apportionment of the county corn acrs- 
age allotment to farms, the county committee shall first determine for 
each farm the usual acreage of corn, This acreage shall be the average 

acreage of corn planted (plus the acreage determined by the county com- 
mittee to have been diverted from the production of corn under the agri- 
cultural conservation programs) during the years 1935 and 1937, If the 
county committee finds that the acreage planted to corn in such years, 
1936 and 1937, (1) was abnormally low due to extreme drought or flood or 
to part of the 1939 cropland being previously devoted to other than crop- 
land uses; (2) is not typical of the farm for 1939 due to a change in the 
customary crop rotation practices; (3) is not typical because a part of 
the cropland on the farm was devoted to the production of sweet corn for 
canning under contract for 1936 or 1937, or both, and is not under similar 
contract for 1929; (4) was abnormally high due to failure of soil-conuserv- 
ing crops; (5) was abnormally high because a part of the 1969 noncropland 
Was previously devoted to cropland uses; (6) was abnormally high because a 
part of the cropland on the farm is under contract for the production of 
sweet corn for canning or popcorn for 1949 and was not under similar con- 
tract in 1936 or 1937, or both; or (7) was abnormally high because an 
unusually large acreage was planted to corn in 1936 or 1937 due to winter 
killed wheat acreage, then the usual acreage of corn for the farm shall 
be determined by applying to the cropland acreage. for such farm.in 1939 
a county fastor determined by dividing the county average acreage of corn 
planted in 1936 and 1937 by the total cropland for the county. 


In counties having area determinations, the factor for deriving 
the usual acreage shall be based upon the area total average acreage of 
corm planted in 1936 and 1947 divided by the area total cropland. aA 
separate factor shall be used for cach area in the county. 


(c) Detcrminations with respoct to type of soil and topography. 
As a basis for giving consideration to types of soil and topography in 
the anportionment of the county corn acreage allotment to farms, the 
county committce shail detcrmine for each farm the indicated corn acreage 
which shall represent the acreage of corn that should be planted in tho 
light of good soil management for the particular types of soil comprising 
the farm and the erodibility as related to the topography of the: farm 
land. Such indicated acreage shnil be given equal weight with the usual 
acreaze of corn for the farm in the determination of the farm corn acre- 
age allotment. 
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(a) Adjustment to county acreage Allotment. The farm averages 
of the usunl acreage of corn, detemiined under paragranh (b) of this 
section, and the indicated corn acreage, determined under paragraph (c), 
adjusted pro rata to equal the enunty acreage allotient, shall be the 
farm acreage allotments, excent that if the committees determine that 
the allotment so derived does not reprosent the corn acreage which the 
farm night reasonably be expected to utilize in 1939, the committees 
shall recommend a corn acreage for the farm which shall not be greater 
than the allotment established by the procedure. 


Sec, 112, Determination of individual farm corn yields. Individual 
farm yields for corn shall be determined on the basis of the historical 
record for the farm for the period 1929-1938, inclusive, or, where accurate 
corn yield records are not available, the farm yield will be determined 
by appraisal, Individual farm corn yields shall be weighted by the in- 
Gividual corn acreage allotments and adjusted to mect the county corn 
yield. This adjustmont will be made on a ninor civil division basis in 
the following manner: 


The individual farm yield for corn is determined on the basis of 
the historical record for the farm for the period 1929-1938, inclusive, 
or where accurate corn yield records are not available, the farm yield 
will be cetermined by appraisal, Individual farm corn yields weighted 
by the individual farm corn: allotments are factored to the county average 
com yield on a township basis. This is done by applying to the established 
yields for each farm a factor derived as follows: 


(1) Multiply the yield established for each minor civil division 
by the minor civil division total of the corn acreage alloi- 
ments established for the farm in each resvective minor 
Civil division, 


-(2) Add the minor civil division extensions obteined by multiply- 
ing each individual corn acreage allotment by the yield 
established for the farm, 


(3) Divide the result in (1) for each minor civil division by 
the result in (2) for each respective minor civil division 
and round to four decimal places. 


Sec. 113, Miscellancous provisions applicable to farm corn acre- 
age allotments and yields. (a) Opportunity to furnish data. Any person 
owning or operating a farm in a commercial corm-producing county may 
submit to the county committee any information or data which is relevant 
to the factors to be talen into consideraticn by the county committee in 
determining the farm corn acreege allotment and vield, 


(b) Appeais, Any nerson who is dissatisfied with the determination 
of the county committee with resvect to the corn acreage allotment and/or 
yield for any farm in which he has an interest may, within 15 days after 
notice of each allotment is forwarded to or available to him, appeal from 
such determination by following the procedure governing appeals under the 
1938 Agricultural Conservation Program. 
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(e) Instructions and forms. The Administrator of the Agricultural 
Adjustment Administration shall cause’ to be prepared and issued with his 
approval such instructions and forms as may. be required to carry out these 
regulations, 


Sec. 114, Definitions. As used in these regulations and in all 
forms and docunents in connection therewith, unless the context or sub- 
ject natter otherwise Pees the following toms shall have the meaning 
ascribed: 


(a) The tern "Act" means the Aericultural Adjustment Act of 1938 
and any amendments thercto. 


(b) The term "Sceretary" means the Secretary of Agriculturo’ of 
the United States. 


(c) The tern "Department" means. the United States: Department’ < of 
Agriculture, 


(d) The term "connercial corn-producing area" neans that areca 
determined and established by the proclamation of commercial corn-producing 
area for the year 1939 made by the Secretary of Agriculture December 30, 
1938. / | 


(e) The term "farm" means all adjacent or nearby farm land under 
the same ownership which is operatsd by one person, including also: 


(1) <Any other adjacent or nearby farm land operated by the 
same person (as part of the same unit with respect to 
the retation of. crops and witn workstock, farm machinery, 
and labor substantially separate from that for any other 
land), the inclusion of which is requested or agreed ta, 
within the time and in the manner specificd by the Agri- 
cultural Adjustment Administration,, by the operater and 
all the owners who are cntitled to share in ‘the proceeds 
of the crops on any of the land to be included in the 
farm, and 


(2) Any field~rented tract (whether operated by the same or 
another person) which, together with any other land in- 
cluded in the farn, constitutes a unit with respect to 
the rotation of crops; Provided, That land not under the 
same ownership shall be included in the same farn only 
if the county committee determines that; 


(i) There is one crop rotation system on the entire area 
(ii) The yields and productivity of the different ownor- 
ships do not vary substantially; 
(iii) The comdination is not being nade for the purpose of 


increasing acreage allotments or primarily for the 
purpose of effecting compliance; and

(iv) The several ovnership tracts coustitute a farming 
unit for the operator and will ve regarded in the 
corrmunity as a fari in 1939. 
\ 
A farm shall be regarded as lncated in the county or administrative 
area, as the case nay be, in which the principal dwelling is situated, 
or, if there is no dwellins thereon, it shall be regarded as located in 
the county or administrative area, as the case may be, in which the najor 
portion of the farm is located. 


(f) The term "acreaze allotnent of com for 1939" means that 
acrease in the conmercial corn—producing avea deternined and established 
by the proclamation of corn acreage allotnent for tne commercial corn- 
producing area issued by the Secretary of Agriculture December 30, 1930. 


(2) The tern "covnty acreage allotment of corn" for the calendar 
year 1939 means that acrcage of corn apvortioned to the county by the 
deternination of county corn acreage alloticnts and county normal yiclds 
of corn for 1939 issued by tho Sccrotery of Agricvlture Becenber 30, 1958, 


(i) Tho term "farn corn acreage allotnent" ncans the acreage 
allotment established for a farn with respect to corn by apportioning 
the covnty acreage allotnent of corn among all the corn-producing farms 
in the county. 


(i) The term "State committee" means the group of persons 
designated within any State to assist in ,the adninistration of the agri- 
cultural conservation prograns in such State. 


(3). The term "county cormittee" means the group of persons elected 
ithin any county to assist in the adninistration of the agricultural con- 
servation programs in such county. 


(k) The tern "local connittee" neaus any co:nmittee, whether or 
not a county cormittee, utilized under Sections 7 to 17, inclusive, of 
the Soil Conservation and Domestic Allotrient Act, as anended.
